W. Cross, provincial minister of 
health, on his recent statement 
there were 300 mental defectives 
in Alberta 10 years ago and that 
this number had increased to 
3,000 at the present time, Dr. C. 
B. Willis, director of vocational 
guidance for the Edmonton Pub- 
lic Bchool board, said Saturday 
there were 3.000 mental defect- 
ives in 1927. 

Dr, Cross’ figure was based on 
reported cases, Dr. Willis believed 
“There has been little change in 
the number during the 10-year 


period, perhaps a slight crease 
But more cases are coming to light 
now,” he explained

Continuing Dr Willis stated 


there were about 300 mental de-| 


fectives in Edmonton alone 10 
years ago and the figure was about 
the same at the present time.

Change in Provincial 
Securities Act 

Enabling the government to as- 
sume wider powers to prevent 
frauds in security trading, an 
amending bill to the Securities Act 
was introduced into the legisla- 
ture on Friday by Hon. J. W. Hugill, 
K.C., attorney general. 

Under its provisions the govern- 
ment is authorized to make, alter, 
amend or repeal regulations not in- 


purpose of carrying out its provis- 
ions. 


PREVENT FRAUD 


Tt is stated in the Act that regu- 
lations made thereunder, may pro- 
vide for a more efficient adminis- 
tration, of the Act and can be 
designed to prevent fraud in trad- 
ing in securities, whether on any 
stock exchange or elsewhere in this 
province. 

The regulations provide for the 
dealing with offences and fur pro- 
hibition of trading in securities in 
any manner deemed by the public 
utilities board to be contrary io the 
public interest. 

Further provision is made in the 
bill that the registrar or board may 
attach to any registration, or may

years ago and the figure was about 
the same at the present time. He 
said there were between 15,000 and 
20,000 cases in thé province. 

“Dr. Cross speaks of 3,900 hope- 
less mental defectives,” Dr. Willis 
declared, “He probably refers to 
idiots and imbeciles, not to the 
higher grade of mental defectives. 
Under the present system, steril- 
ization has been done in the case 
of those in such a low grade that 
they are unlikely to reproduce.

was introduced into the legisla- 
ture on Friday by Hon. J. W. Hugill, 
K.C., attorney general. 

Under its provisions the govern- 
ment is authorized to make, alter, 
amend or repeal regulations not in- 
consistent with the Act, for the 
purpose of carrying out its provis- 
ions. 


PREVENT FRAUD 


Tt is stated in the Act that regu- 
lations made thereunder, may pro- 
vide for a more efficient adminis- 
tration, of the Act and can be 
designed to prevent fraud in trad- 
ing in securities, whether cn any 
stock exchange or elsewhere in this 
province. 

The regulations provide for the 
dealing with offences and for pro- 
hibition of trading in securities in 
any manner deemed by the public 
utilities board to be contrary to the 
public interest. 

Further provision is made in the 
bill that the registrar or board may 
attach to any registration, or may 
prescribe in that connection such 
terms and conditions or restrictions 
as may be deemed advisable.
